Mr. Mncdouald was boru in C'fiarlottetown, 
Prince Edwanl's Island, fifty six yes™ ago. 
He was educated in England. Among bis 
college friends was Gen. Thomas Francis 
Meagher. 

He came to this country ami studied law | 
under Judge Choate, at Boston, for a time, j 
He went sout.h and became a successful : 
trader in tobacco and cotton. Just after the I 
capture of Vicksburg-, Macdonald was em 
powered by President Lincoln to make an 
arrangement with the Confederate military I 
aathorities by which loyal citixons and neu- 
tral subject* of friendly foreign powers 
might buy cotton from southern factories, I 
and bold it without fear of destruction by I 
either Union or Confederate armies. Mr. 
Macdonald succeeded in his mission. He it ; 
said to hare bad about forty million dollars' i 
worth of cotton transferred to him in trust 
in one day. He bought two million dollars' j 
worth on bis own account He plaoed. the j 
whole lot under the protection of the British J 
flag. About three million dollars' worth, 
including all his own, was destroyed by 
I ' in n troops under Gen. Osborne in Janu-

Macdonald'i life were related by Lawyer 
Wheeler.
